Sioux Falls, 8. D., July 5.—The re-

The platform declares allegiance to 
the Roosevelt policies, commended 
President Taft in so far as he has 
been loyal to these policfes, declares the 
new tariff law should be revised im- 
mediately, declares for national 
physical valuation of railroads, for 
graduated income tax, for federal] sys- 
tem of regulating corporations, for 
conservation of natura] resources, 
commends the new rules of the na- 
tiona] house of representatives, and 
favors still further modifications to 
curb the power. of the speaker. The 
yecall and other state reform measures 
are indorsed. 


TAFT TAKING HIS TIME 
ABOUT SUPREME COURT

Beverly, Mass., July 5.——There were 
no developments in Beverly today con- 
cerning the supreme court vacancies. 
Callers at the summer white house 
found nothing in the president’s ac- 
tivities to change the statements of 
yesterday that Governor Hughes, of 
New York, is just now filling Mr. 
Taft's eye to the exclusion of every- 
body else. 

The understanding also continues 
that the president will do nothing to- 
ward designating the successor to 
Chief Justice Fuller until late in the 
fall. A proposition to call the senate 
in extraordinary session to confirm ap- 
pointees to the supreme court bench 
in advance of the regular session of 
congress was suggested today, but 
met with no encouragement. 

President Taft, in common with the 
remaining justices of the supreme 
court, is anxious that the three im- 
portant cases scheduled for reargu- 
ment this fall—the Standard Oil, To- 
bacco and corporation tax—shall be 
heard by a full bench. Consequently, 
it not regarded as likely that he 
will select any man against whom a 
question might arise as to previous 
participation in these cases.

Washington, July 5.—The East In- 
Gian cotton crep for the agricultural 
year 1909-10 will be 4.502.000 bales, 
an increase of 911,000 bales over last 
year's yield, according to the” final 
memorandum of the East Indian gov- 
ernment, submitted to the state de- 
partment by United States Vice Consul} 
A. D. Jackson, of Madras. 

The total area under cotton in all 
territories of East India this year is 
20,227,000 acres, a net increase of 228,- 
000 acres over last year. This area 
is about 60 per cent of the area planted 
in the United tates, which according to 
the last governmen), report was esti- 
mated at 33,196,000 acres.

Oyster Bay, July §.—Theodore Roose- 
velt made it clear today, not by direct 
statement, but by implication so strong 
that it admits of no misinterpretation, 
that he will support Representative 
Miles Poindexter in his fight for a 
seat in the United States senate from 
the state of Washington. They hed 
luncheon together and a conference at 
Sagamore Hill today,and Mr. Poindex- 
ter departed jubilant. 

Roosevelt Against Ballinger. 


In indorsing Poindexter for the sen- 
ate, Colonel Roosevelt places himself 
squarely in opposition to Richard Bal- 
linger, secretary of the interlor, whom 
President Taft has s6 warmly défend- 
ed, and it is’ the only stand he has 
taken bearing directly of indirectly on 
the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. 

Mr. Poindexter ic opposed to Secre- 
tary Ballinger, and hopes to unseat 
Senator Piles, of Washington, who 
seeks another term, and has Secretary 
Ballinger’s support. The secretary and 
Mr. Poindexter are from the same Seat- 
tle district: 

“I found Colonel Roosevelt unchang- 
ed. He is just the same as ever. He 
and I have worked together always, 
and he assured me that we always 
would work together. I am delighted 
with the result of the visit.” 

What Roosevelt Says. 

Colonel Roosevelt looked happy when 
he received the Interviewers a little 
later. He was dressed in the crash rid- 
ing suit which he wears most of the 
time while he is at home. Seated in 
his library, he spoke of his talk with 
Mr. Poindexter in a manner which 
showed the pleasure which the meet- 
ing had given him. This is what he 
had to say: 


“Representative Poindexter and I 
went over the political situation in 
the northwest. He assured me that he 
was in hearty sympathy with my con- 
servation policy. 

.“Mr. Potndexter is a candidate for 
the United States senate, and is polit- 
ically opposed to that wing of the 
party headed by Mr. Ballinger, the 
secretary of the interior.” 


That was all the colonel wanted to 
have put in quotation marks. What he 
said otherwise made it clear that he 
had given assurance to Mr. Poindexter 
that he would support him in his at- 
tempt to unseat Senator Piles. 

Coincidentally, Secretary Ballinger 
and President Taft held a conference 
at Beverly today, in which they dis- 
cussed the reclamation service. There 
Mr. Ballinger denied a rumor that he 
was to resign: 

“[T am not a quitter, and never have 
been,’ he said.

Miles Poindexter

form. He has been a firm supporter 
of Roosevelt's policies, especially as 
related to conservation. of natural: re- 
sources, ‘which was the -basis of his 
platform when he ran for. congress.

Announcement to this effect was 
made last night by Mayor Maddox and 
Chairman of Police Commission Carlos 
Mason, who stated that they would 
use their best endeavors to prevent 
them being put on in Atlatna. 

A resolution will be introduced in 

council this afternoon, it is understood, 
prohibiting the presentation of the 
prize fight films in Atlanta, and it is 
certain to pass, as the members of that 
body are in accord with the mayor in 
his views on the harm such pictures 
would do. 
_.Mayor Maddox returned to the city 
on Tuesday, and shortly after his ar- 
rival he held a conference with Carlos 
Mason on the situation. His decision 
had already been reached, and he found 
that Mr. Mason thoroughly agreed with 
him. He did not believe prize fight 
pictures shoulq be shown here. Jhis 
was in the morning, before similar ac- 
tion Wad been determined upon in other 
cities. 

“IT am absolutely opposed to allow- 
ing such pictures to be presented 
here,” he said. “Put on in our mov- 
ing picture houses, or in any other 
place, they could serve no good pur- 
pose. As long as they were shown in 
the city there would be possibility of 
trouble. I sincg@rely hope that the 
Reno fight is the last ever staged in 
the United States. The fight was un- 
fortunate, te say the least.” 

Washington May Bar Pictures. 

Washington, July 5.—Moving pic- 
tures of the Jeffries-Johnson fight may 
be barred from the District of Colum- 
bia. Police Chief Sylvester has an- 
nounced that he wil] do his utmost to 
prevent the films from being shown 
here. He fears a repetition of the race 
riots which took place on the streets 
yesterday when it became known that 
the negro had won. 

Baltimore Objects to Pictures. 

Baltimore, July 5.—Backed by the 
authority of the board of police com- 
missioners, Marshal Farnan will re- 
quest Mayor Mahool to prohbit the 
proposed exhibition in Baltimore of 
the’ mowing pictures of the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight. The mayor says that 
with formal complaint before him he 
will stop the’ pictures. )

He declared th@ 
pictures would promote race hatred, 
and for that reason he would bar them. 

New York Will Admit Pictures. 

New York, July 5.—Mayor Gaynor 
said today that the Jeffries-Johnson 
fight pictures could be shown here, so 
far as he Was concerned. He had no 
more right to stop the pictures, he 
said, than to stop publication of the 
story of the fight. 

Los Angeles Tires of Prise Fights. 

Los Angeles, July 5.—Mayor Alexan- 
der sent a@ message to the legislation 
committee of the city council today, 
urging an ordinance designed to pre- 
vent boxing bouts of every description 
in public. 

“It may be all right to permit ama- 
teur boxing contests in athletic clubs, 
where no admission fee is charged,” 
the message says, “but prize fighting 
as a business must be stopped.”

TARHEEL ‘KILLER 
GETS FOURTH MAN 


Allison Fired Five Shots 
Into Victim’s Back. 


People of Asheville So Stirred 
by Wanton Killing That 
Troops Were Held in Readi- 
ness to Prevent an Effort to 
Lynch. 


Asheville, N. C., July 5.—Stealthily 
approaching his victim from the rear, 
J. B. Allison, 45, a former employee at | 
the city hall, fired five shots into the 
body of F. M. McGhee, driver of the 
city patrol wagon, .this afternoon, 
every bullet taking effect. After his 
victim had fallen Allison beat out the 
fomer’s brain with a § ten-pound 
hammer. Allison surrendered and is 
now in jaji. 

Indignation runs high ‘among. the 
citizenship and tonight there is some 
talk of lynching. The sheriff request- 
ed the local company ‘of militia, which 
had been out on drill practice, to stay 
out until midnight. 

The. killing is, according to the 
prisoner's statement, the outcome of 
an old quarrel concerning a woman. 
McGhee was standing at the door of 
a livery stable when Allison, without 
any -warning, slipped up from behind 
and fired point-blank at McGhee. Two 
bullets. penetrated..the heart, the 
others taking effect in the head and 
right side. The deceased was 33 years 
old and leaves a’ widow. 

Allison has a record of having killed 
three men and in each case was ac- 
quitted on the ground of self-defense. 
Little over a year ago he attempted 
to kill a negro in a oca ivery stabe. 
He was never tried for this offense.

FOR CONVENTIONS 


Bureau Will Be Estab- 
lished Here. 


At Meeting of the Hotel Men’s 
Association Last Night Move- 
ment Took Definite Shaape. 
Committee Is Appointed to 
Work Out the Plans. 


The movement for the establishment 
of a convention bureau. for Atlanta 
took definite form at the banquet 
which Will. V. Zimmer tendered the 
Atlanta Hotel Men's association, the 
convention committee of the chamber 
of commerce, and the convention com- 
mittee of the city council, at the New 
Kimball last night. The object of 
the meeting was to formulate plans 
for the establishment of a convention 
bureau, the success of which will mean 
a great deal to Atlanta, and much en- 
thusiasm over the project was mani- 
fested. About thirty were present. 

Practically the only thing of impor- 
tance done was the adoption of a mo- 
tion by E. E. Pomeroy, to the effect 
that Steve Johnston, acting chairman, 
have appointed a committee of twelve, 
consisting of two members of the Ho- 
tel Men’s association, two each from 
the chamber of commerce and the city 
council, two real estate: men, -tw) 
members of the Retailers’ association, 
and two of the Wholesale and Retail 
Grocers’ association, to work out plans 
for the opening of the bureau and to 
apportion the expenses. This commit- 
tee is to get into operation as early 
as practicable. 

It was brought out that if the At- 
lanta pureau does as well as that of 
Cleveland, Ohio, this city ought to get 
at least fifty conventions yearly—al- 
most one a week—each convention av- 
eraging an attendance of 400.

Baptist Missionaries in Province 
of Arellano Rescued 
by Soldiers 


“DOWN WITH BAPTISTS,” 
- HOWLED MURDEROUS MOB 


The Missionaries Fled to a 
Church, Where They Were 
Besieged for Hours by the 
Italians---Massacre Only Pre- 
vented by the Timely Arrival 


of Troops. eo 


Rome, July 56.—The American ame 
bassador, John G. A. Leishman, has 
brought to the attention of the premier 
and the foreign office the situation 
arising from recent attacks made upon 
the missionaries in the province of 
Avellano. 

Driven Out by Mob. 

At the time of the outbreak in that 
district, early in June, James P. 
Stuart, of St. Louis, representative of 
the American Board of Baptist Mis- 
sions in Italy, and other missionary 
workers were attacked by a mob and 
were escorted out of the district by a 
detachment of soldiers. 

After a aonference with Premier 
Luzzatti, at Rome, Mr, Stuart returned 
to the Avellano district, where an- 
other attack was made upon him and 
his companions. He telegraphed a 
statement of the affair to the Ameri- 
who asked him to 
come to Rome. This Mr. Stuart did 
and he had a long conference with 
Ambassador Leishman today. He re- 
lated further details of the occurrence, 

Surrounded by Howling Mob. 

Arriving at the outskirts of the vile- 
large near Avellano Mr. Stuart and 
three other missionaries were met by 
the chief of police, several constables 
and a dozen soldiers. A howling 
crowd of natives quickly surrounded 
the cafrfage. Sd demonstrative aid 
they become that it was only with 
difficulty they could be restrained by 
force from doing the missionaries in- 
jury. On all sides arose the cry of 
“Down with the Baptists,” and a4 
shower of stones fell about the car- 
riage. Mr. Stuart was hit on the chest, 
arm and leg, while the chief of police 
was slightly wounded. 

Wanted to Massacre Americans, ¢ 

The soldiers with fixed bayonets 
formed a circle around the Americans 
and protectéd them to the church. The 
mob, however, stormed the church 
until 10 o’clock at night, but doing no 
serious damage. Other soldiers were 
called to the scene and, according to 
Mr: Stuart, prevented a massacre by 
the infurlated Italians, who now num- 
bered severa] thousand. 

The besieged missionaries were 
obliged to remain in the church the’* 
whole night. Eventually Mr. Stuart 
succeeded in sending a telegram té 
the American ambassador at Rome. 

Saved by Soldiers. 

The following day a detail of 400 
soldiers was sent to the village and 
the missionaries were released from 
their dangerous position.

After a lengthy argument, the spe- 
eial judiciary committee of the house 
voted yesterday afternoon to recom- 
mend that the bill by Mr. Alexander, 
of Fulton, providing that all conviet- 
made goods sold in this state shall+be 
aso branded for the information of the 
purchaser, do not -pass. 

In addition to Mr. Alexander, the 
author of the bill, C. T. Ladson, attor- 
ney for the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, appeared before the commit- 
tee and urged its favorable consider- 
ation. It was stated that thirty other 
states have adopted. similar laws and 
that it is only one step in the direc- 
tion of cutting out unfair competi- 
tion. 

Several representatives of wholesale 
shoe dealers, furniture dealers and oth- 
ers who have to compete with goods 
made by convicts, appeared before the 
committee and opposed the bill. 

They argued that if the measure ia 
passed it will tie the hands of Geor- 
gia wholesale and retail dealers in 
Such goods, because they will be com- 
pelled to brand convict-made goods 
which they handle, while dealers out- 
Bide the state can send in the same 
goods not branded. They argued, 
further, that dealers will not handie 
convict-made goods if so branded, but 
they will handle the goods of dealers 
Outside the state that are convict- 
made, because they are not branded, 
and the dealer in this state will not 
know the difference. 

The argument against the measure 
convinced the committee that it 
would not.be wise to pass it, and they 
will so recommend to the house.

“Under the rules, the successful can- 
didate is the one obtaining a majority 
of the entire vote cast for the partic- 
ular office under consideration. He 
is entitled to the entire vote of the 
county’as well as the appointment of 
all] delegates from among his support- 
ers. The right to the entire delegation 
depends upon s right to the entire 
vote of the county. 

‘If no candidate gets a majority of 
the total vote cast, then the vote is to 
be prorated among the candidates in 
proportion to the vote received by each. 
The apportionment of the vote carries 
with it a like apportionment of the 
delegation. Each candidate entitled to 
a vote or a fractional part of a vote in 
the convention would be entitleg to a 
delegate from among his. supporters 
to cast this vote. Of course the rules 
provide that a vote insufficient to en- 
title a candidate to.one-fourth of a 
vote in the convention, is not to be 
counted. 

Find tye Unit. 

“Where the vote of a county is to 
be prorated, the first thing to be as- 
certained ts the unit or multiple 
which represents one-fourth of a vote 
in the convention. The simple rule 
to ascertain this is as follows: In 
every county having 2 votes in the 
state convention, divide the total num- 
ber of votes cast for the particular 
office under consideration by 8, and it 
gives you the unit or multiple whioh 
represents one-fourth of a vote in the 
eonvention. In every county having 
4 votes in the state convention, divide 
the total number of votes cast for the 
particular office under consideration 
by. 16,,and it gives you the multiple 
which represents one-fourth of a vote 
in the convention. In counties having 
6 votes in the convention, divide the 
total number of votes cast for the par- 
ticular office under consideration by 24 
to get the unit or multiple which rep- 
resents one-fourth of a vote in the 
convention. 

“To. entitle a candidate to a delegate 
in the. state convention to cast one- 
fourth of a vote for him, such candi- 
date must receive votes equal to the 
unit or multiple as above ascertained. 
This unit or multiple, and fractional 
parts thereof, represents one-fourth 
of a vote in the convention. 

A Specific Instance. 

“Take Campbell county, which has 
two votes in the convention. Suppose 
there are 800 votes cast in the primary 
for the office of governor. Suppose 
Brown gets 400, Smith 309 and Hart 
100. That would give Brown 1 vote, 
Smith three-fourths of a yote, and 
Hert one-fourth of a vote. In case 


| an even division cannot be made, the 


advantage must be given to the man 
whose excess is above the multiple. 
“Take Troup county, which has 4 
votes in the state convention. Sup- 
pose 1,600 votes are polied in Troup for 
the office of governor. The multiple 
in that case would be 100 votes. Each 
candidate receiving as many as 100 
votes would. be entitled to one-fourth 
of a vote.

San Juan de} Sur, Nicaragua, July 
5.—Refeased prisoners from Biluefields 
who have arrived here give some brief 
details of General Estrada’s plan to 
declare the independence of the At- 
lantic coast. The title of the new re- 
public was to be New Nicaragua, and 
it was to come under the protection of 
the United States. It was planned that 
General Estrada was to be the first |

TO BLACK MAMMY OF SOUTH 


Athens, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)—The 
Classic City, which numbers among 
its curiosities things as 
famous double-barrelled cannon, 
of the civil war, and the tree that owng 
itself, which is without a duplicate in 
the world, is to have an®ther unique 
institution, the like of which is not 
to be found in the country and which 
will be a memorial to a peculiarly 
southern character, famous in song 
and story.

CUT LIVING COST 


JudgePritchardAddresses 
_ Training School. 


Carolina Jurist Advocates Agri- 
cultural Education for Blacks. ' 
Says the Negro Must Rely on! 
Himself. 


Durham, N. C., July 5.—Advocating 
the early agricultural training of the 
negro, in the belief that it would prove | 
of infinite value to the morals of the | 
colored race and the return of the 
negro to the farm as a solution largely 
of the question of the present high | 
cost of living, United States Judge 
Jeter C. Pritchard, of Asheville, N. C., | 
made the opening address of the sum- 
mer course of the National Religious | 
Training School and Chautauqua for! 
the colored race here today. 

Stating that the opening of this schoo] 
filled a much needed want, Judge 
Pritchard declared thatthe educated 
colored man was essentially the leader | 
of his race, and it was through him! 
that his people might be most effect- | 
ively reached. Only full justice, vet 
and elsewhere, he said, could*«be done 
the negro by remembering that he ha‘l| 
come fresh from slavery, where de- 
pendence upon masters had rendered 
him ambitionless, without education or 
property. 

Whites Never More Friendly. 

‘T‘he colored man is a citizen of the 
country,” he continued, “and while he 
enjoys all the rights and immunities 
of citizenship, he must rely upon him- 
self if he would accomplish the best 
things in our citizenship. I am thank- 
ful to say that there has never been 
a time since emancipation, when 4a 
majority of the white people of the 
south were not friendly to the negro, 
&fO far as his welfare as a citizen is 
concerned.” 

Judge Pritchard advised the colored 
people to seek the farms. He said one 
found less racial antagonism in th2 
rural districts. His confident belief 
was that no class of men was being 
better treated than the farmers, and 
he declared that migration back to the 
farm would eliminate much of the 
criminal element that cursed the en- 
tire race. 


ONE PERSON KILLED

Alexander was the leader of the 
movement to have the governor buy the 
land on which options were secured 
last year, this change of front and 
prompt acceptance of the governor's 
proposal has been considered signifi- 
cant.

The central.terminals in the heart 

of Chattanooga, Tenn., which the state 
of Georgia now owns, should not be 
dismantled any more than the termin- 
als of the road in the heart of Car- 
tersville or Atlanta. 
The governor also recites the inci- 
dental fact that at the time the op- 
tions were secured, there was -.no 
money in,the treasury .with. which to 
purchase the 87 acres worth $69,000. 
The options on the 234% acres for 
$58,500 are open until August first. 

Appended to the message of the gov- 
ernor are letters from Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart on the legal right to take 
money from the treasury for the pur- 
chase of this property at the time in- 
dicated, being in response to a letter 
from Governor Brown on the same 
subject; an option from H. Clay 
Evans on the 234% acres above de- 
scribed, which may be secured for $58,-

Governor's Message te Full. 

The message of the governor fol- 
lows: 

State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 

ment, Atlanta-——July 5, 19106: 

To the General Assembly: 

At the last session of your honor- 
able bodies you passed a joint reso- 
lution (No. 31. Georgia Laws, 1909) 
authorizing and, under certain 
tions, directing the governor to 
chase certain lands described in the 
resolution for use as terminal proper- 
ty, switch yards. etc., for the Western 
& Atlantic railroad. These lands lie 
on the western side of the Western & 
Atlantic rallroad, beginning about three 
miles from the union depot in Chat- 
taneoga and ending about a half mile 
from Boyce Station. The resolution 
concluded .with the foéllowing words: 

“Provided, however, that the gov- 
ernor shall first examine and approve 
the matter and if, in -his judgment. it 
is not to the best interest of the state. 
he may decline to make the purchase.”’ 

By probably a narrow construction 
this proviso might be held as cover- 
ing only the last piece of property 
named in the resolution. but, inasmuch 
as the other two are too short for the’ 
designated use. by necessity the pro- 
viso was intended to apply to the en- 
tire purchase referred to. This was 
imtepsified by the fact that the indfca- 
tions were quite. clear that there 
would be no money in the treasury 
which was not covered by appropria- 
tions for other uses.

Lands Floeded in Times of Freshets. 


‘I had the.examination of the lands 
and of the titles made after signing 
the bill and before the options ex- 
pired. The titles seemed to be all 
right, but to the lands I found radical 
objections for the purpase indicated. 
In the first place. they are in what 
may be termed a dip in the Western & 
Atlantic railroad between Boyce Sta- 
tion and Chattanooga. In times of 
freshets the back water from the 
Tennessee river rises above the tracks. 

I was just below this potnt dur- 
ing the freshet in 1886 when, as an 
officer of the Western & Atlantic ralil- 
road, | went with Superintendent R. 
A. Anderson and Road Master M. H. 
Dooly to examine conditions existing 
during the high water. During that 
freshet the water covered the railroad 
tracks on all this property proposed 
to be purchased to a depth of from 
four .to seven feet. This was shown 
by the drift in the trees adjoining the 
tracks after the flood subsided. Hence, 
if there had at that time been a rail- 
road yard on this property the water 
would. have been into every car stand- 
ing upon it, doing damage to all prop- 
erty in those cars and ruining it fin 
many cases. As these freshets may 
occur within any winter or spri it 
would be hazardous to property if 
this land were purchased and used for 
switching yards and for storing cars.

The legal question involved is: May 
the legislature of 1909 divert money 
which had been appropriated by the 
legislature of 1908 and on the faith of 
the appropriation the school teachers 
of the state entered into contracts with 
the boards of education of. the counties 
of. the state and actually performed 
the service of teaching the children of 
the state? The money now remeinin 
in the treasury was raised by a specia 
tax levy. for the support of the com- 
mon schools of the state. Sée acts of 
the general assembly of Georgia, 1907, 
p. 26. The teachers of the state have 
performed the service upon the faith 
of that promise that it would be paid 
them for their services. The teachers 
have ‘executed their part ‘of thts con- 
tract and the state now owes them th® 
money vhich ic. had pledged would be 
paid them. For a subsequent legisia- 
ture to divert the money and apply it 
to a different purpose from that for 
which it was raised’ by taxation and 
pledged by the state, amounts sub- 
stantially to the impairment of a con- 
tract, which is forbidden bath by the 
constitution of thie state.and of the 
United States. 

In view of these conditions there is 
at present no money in the treasury 
which could legally be used for the 
purchase of the land in question.

PENALTIES PROVIDED FOR 
NEAR. BEER VIOLATIONS 


Penalties of Old Law Retained 
in the New, Says the 
Appeals Court. 


Violations of the law regulating the 
sale of near beer are'’not to go un- 
punished in Georgia, regardless of the 
fact that the legislative act of 1902, 
which superseded the act of 1908, made 


no provision for punishing violations. 

The court of appeals, in a decision 
handed down yesterday, held that the 
penalties in the ol4 law are retained in 
the new, as they are not in conflict 
with the purposes of the new law, avd 
were not specifically revealed. 

The case is that of Sims v. the State, 
brought up from West Point. 

The old act of 1908 provided that 
mear beer could not be sold without 
securing a license from the state, 
} which would be issued by tho ordinary 
of ‘the county in which applicant lives 
upon the payment of a $2300 fee. The 
law of 1908. increased the fee to $200, 
and restricted the sale of near beer to 
towns having a population of 2,500 
people.. Regardless of the oversight in 
not. providing for renalcies for. viola- 
tions of the pew law, the cour* helds 
that the law is effective, and that the 
penalties fixed in the wll law: can be 
invoked to make it effective..

THE CHATTANOOGA TERMINAL MATTER. 
In a message remarkable for qualities of statesmanship and 
Edser | gic, Governor Joseph M. Brown has stated his .course with re- 


gard to the Chattanooga terminals case with a finality that should 


end the discussion and take the question out of partisan politics. 

It- will be remembered the governor was empowered by the 
general assembly in 1909 to purchase eighty-seven acres of land 
on the outskirts of Chattanooga . for $69,000, for use as terminals, 
switching yards, etc., for the- Western and Atlantic railroad, the 
state’s property. 

At the outset, the governor settles the dispute regarding his 
discretion in'the premises by a quotation from the enabling resolu- 
He shows the latter concluded with the following proviso : 


Provided, «however, that the governor shall first examine and 
approve the. matter, and if, in his judgment, it is not te the ‘x 
best interest of the state, he may decline to make the purchase. 


Governor Brown shows that by a quibble only can the plein 
mandate of that paragraph be weakened? - 


The legislature enjoined upon him not only the simple con- 
tingent duty of executing the sale, but the more important respon- 
sibility of study and investigation. It-conferred final and unequiv- 
ocal authority to “decline to make the purchase,” if such study 
“not to the -best interest of 
the state.” : 

The governor discharged all duties delegated to him in the 
resolution. His report shows that. _He then discharged the para- 
mount duty of exercising his discretion and serving the “best in- 
terest of the state.” That also is apparent.: 

His straightforward statement ought to end all hair-splitting 
on this point. 

As to payment for the property, even had the purchase been 
considered a wise one by the governor, the state’s attorney general, 
Judge John C. Hart, made a prompt reply to the governor’s -refer- 
ence of this question to him, holding— : 

In view of these conditions, there is at present no money in 


the treasury which can be legally used for the purchase of the land 
in qgvestion. 


The core of the issue, after disposition has been made of these 
relatively minor considerations, is: Do the results, as-now shown 
by Governor Brown, vindicate or fail to vindicate the -exercise of 
discretion laid upon him in the premises? 

The governor first cites physical reasons why the purchase 
of the tract originally recommended would have been an irremedia- 
ble business blunder. He substantiates this showing with argnp- 
ments that carry their own conviction. He buttresses these argu- 
ments with self-evident exhibits out of his own experience and 
observation with regard to this identical property. | 


Boiled down, this is the situation— 

On the one side: 

The original tract was composed of ¢ighty-seven acres. 

Its cost would be $69,000. 

Its impracticability had been established. 

On the other side: 

The governor has options on a 234 1-2-acre tract, nearly three 
times as ‘large as the tract rejected. 

This tract 1s incomparably better located than the first tract. 

Its cost is but $58;500. 

Therefore,— 


For $10,500 less than the sum he was authorized to pay for 
87 acres for terminal facilities, the governor has secured for the 
state options upon 234 1-2 acres infinitely better situated in every 
essential detail. 


In the face of a plain showing of this nature there can be 
no negative argument. 

If the business superiority of the proposition offered by Gov- 
ernor Brown does not of itself take the matter at once out of the 
realm of politics there is little patriotism left in Georgia. Even as 
strong a political antagonist of the governor’s.as the Hon. H. H. 
Perry, of Hall county, in his recent gubernatorial campaign as the 
“exponent of the issues of 1906,” declared he made no issue with 
the governor on his action in this matter. 


The governor's. masterful message should close the discussion. 
We have no doubt the people generally, irrespective of political 
division, will see it that way. ,

Georgia May Purchase 
Land Offered by Evans. 


Resolution Introduced in House 
Authorizmg Governor Brown 
to Buy 234.5 Acres in Hamil- 
ton County, Tennessee, for 
the Sum of $58,500. : 


A resolution authorizing Governor 
Brown to purchase 234% acres of land 
in Hamilton county, Tennessee, for use 
as terminal property for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, was introduced 
in. the house.of.represgentatives yester- 
day mornihg by Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb. 

The resolution followed the reading 
of the governor’s message, in which 
he gave his reasons for not purchas- 
ing certain tracts of°’land in Chatta- 
nooga fer this purpose, and whitch the’ 
legislature recommended for purchase, 
within his discretion, at the session 
last summer. 

One of the reasong given: by the gov- 
ernor for not purchasing the property 
was its high price, being $69,000 for 87 
acres. He stated that H. Clay Evans, 
of Chattanooga, had offereq the state 
234% acres of land for $58,500, and that 
he considered this a much better bar- 
and that if the 
legislature was bent upon the purchase 
of terminal property, he-could secure 
the land in question for that purpose. 
The state road runs through the prop- 
erty, beginning about three-quarters 
of a mile east of Boyce station, near 
Chattanooga, 

Mr. Alexander's resolution provided 
that the governor should “be author- 
ized to purchase the property of Mr. 
Evans after thorough investigation of 
the title, and that he hold it fer fur- 
ther orders from the general assembly. 
Following .the purchase, he is author- 
ized to rent it for a period’‘of not more 
than two years. 

Prior to introducing his resolution, 
Mr. Alexander had moved that ihe 
message, containing the proposition to 
purchase the. property, be referred to 
the committee on the Western and At- 
Jantic rai’road for investigation end 
report. 

The resolution authorizing the pur- 
chase and which he later introduced, 
was also referred to that. committee 
for consideration.

Aside from killing the bill regulat- 
ing the barber trade and establishing 
a board of barber examiners, the house 
of representatives transacted little 
business of public interest yesterday 
morning, the greater part of the ses- 
sion being taken up by routine mat- 
ters.

The adoption of the constitutional 
amendment providing that the con- 
gress may levy an income tax will be 
debated in the senate this morning; 
the measure providing for the ratifica- 
tiot: of this-amendmént having been 
made a specia! order for today. 

One of the most interesting discus- 
sions of yesterday’s session of the sen- 
ate was brought up over the McCurry 
bill, which particularly reenacts the 
old« Twitty bill, passed when the old 
Farmers’ Alliance sentiment dominated 
the legisldture. 

This bill would amend the present 
law which puts upon the debtor the 
burden of paying attorneys’ fees in 
cases where sult is entered on his 
note so as to require the man who 
lcans the. money to pay the attorneys’ 
fees. * 

The 
bill was made DBy Mr. Burwell, who 
seid he spoke  absclutely without 
prejudice, but in the interest of the 
state’s honor end in support of fair 
dealing. He said as an attorney, he 
would get nis fee in such cases regard- 
less of whether the loaner or the bor- 
rower paid. As a matter of right. 
however, he thought the man who 
made it necessary for . suit to be 
brought should bear the burden of the 
attorney's fees; in other words, the 
man who borrowed the money and de- 
clined to pay it back. 

Mr. Womble spoke in favor of the 
measure. 

On the roll call only three votes were 
cast for the bill, they being those of 
Messrs. McCurry, Johnson and Wom- 
tle. Thirty votes were cast against 
the mevasure, end it was defeated.

Tax Collectors Bill. 


Mr. Mathews gave notice that he 
would move to reconsider the yote by 
which the senate adopted the hi to re- 
quire tax collectors to keep c books.

The bill by Messrs. Irwin and Slaton 
prohibiting the use of sand, pyrites and 
other worthless mat¢rial as fillers in 
the manufacture of commercial fer- 
tilizer was next reached. 

Mr. Irwin moved that the considera- 
tion of the bill be postponed. until 
Wednesday, as Mr. Mr. Slater, one of 
the authors of the bill, was absent. 
The motion prevailed. 

Furnish Electric Lights. 


Senate bills for.a third reading were 
taken up. The first bill was that of 
Mr. Murray to amend the law regulat- 
ing the right of electric railway com- 
panies to furnish electric light and 
power and heat, so as to give them 
the right to establish gas plants and 
to furnish gas for heating and.il- 
luminating purposes. 

Mr. Mathews referred to thé fact that 
in Atlanta the street railway com- 
pany also controlled the other public 
utilities referred to in the bill. 

Mr. Harrell asked if the bjll did 
not carry with it the right of inent 
domain to lay their pipes and con~ 
duits without the approval of the city. 
Mr. - Matthews,- in -rephy, agreed- that 
the bill might have that effect. 

Mr. Harrell said he-wished to know 
more about the right of eminent do- 
main carried in the bill.

the work proposed by her committee. 

Housekeeping. 

“Housekeeping, which’ once had for 
its basig a well-filled larder, an inter- 
ested mistress and a_i well-trained, 
docile cook, has, indeed, changed, and 
the housekeeper of today is confront- 
ed by many problems which necessi- 
tate her acquiring a knowledge along 
lines of economics which require study, 
observation, and a great deal of pa- 
tience. The high price of foods, the 
servant problem and the restlessness of 
the age which has brought about the 
necessity of people studying the indi- 
vidual diet. and meeting with the de- 
mands of health, rather than the old 
Idea that the same food, if good, was

difficult activigy. « 
The Change. 


“To meet this change there have 
been many helpful things .accomplish- 
ed in prepared and digested foods; in 
household appliances, especially those 
under the head of kitchen equipment, 
but there still remains unsolved the 
problem of the untrained servant, and 
the increased cost of foods, so that 
what the thoughtful, helpful woman 
of the moment hastodo it to ‘take 
stock’ of just what she has before her 
in the household realm, and then work 
out her problem. 

“The necessity of women being 
equipped to meet these demands has 
already been appreciated by our most 
thoughtful men and women, and not 
only is domestic science and house-

Now listen, my children, and you shall

What causes a storm on this earth 
below;

That a storm is caused by a lot of 
hot air.

“Then, what is a storm center?’ the 
weather man was asked. 
What Is a re Centerf 
“A storm center,” replied the prophet, 
“is universally accepted as being the 


' center of a storm: No storm could pick 
, up and start operation without having 


to staf from somewhere, could it? I 
will answer that myself by saying it 
certainly could not. Well, then, 
place where it starts from is 
That is what 
is.”’ 
“But what causes the storm center?” 
persisted the inquisitor. 

“Now you are foreing me back into 
the history of storms,” replied the 
weather man, “and no man, not except- 
ing: Solomon, has ever found any rea- 
sonable or legitimate excuse for a 
storm. They just appear to happen, and 
when they happen, it rains, and that is 
about all there is to it.” 

“But, why,’ putspued the investl- 
gator, “should a storm center center 
itself over Texas or elsewhere, for 
that matter, and cause rain in Atlanta 
for seven days without intermission’””’ 

The weather man breathed a hope- 
less sigh.

this country. -He has placed the iso- 
lated country home in dally touch with 
this great big world of ours. and made 
country life far more encouraging and 


| enticing. 


“He must contribute to the brdad- 
ening of its citizenship in the foster- 
, the promo- 
interests and 
if possible of its intellect- 
val acumen. The adult rural popula- 
tion, as a rule, are open to conviction 


sincere | and eager to learn. 


The Carrier a Power For Good. 

“Therefore. the duty is incumbent 
upon each one of us as citizens. and 
more conspicuously so as carriers, the 


necessity of presenting and impressing | 


the better types of manhood and hus- 


bandry, for the people that the rural! 


ecatrier comes in daily contact with. 
the farmers, are fast becoming the 
foremost people of this great nation of 
ours. and if the rural masses can be 
influenced to accept and adopt the 
best methods of tilling the soll, the 
best fruits and plants of their kind, 
animals of the greatest merit bred for 
the purpose intended, the most econom- 
ic production. and the greatest 
thrift a proper material basis will be 
laid for all other reforms and im- 
provements leading to a broader na- 
tional life. 
Farmer Is Country’s Backbone. 


“My frtends, the farmer. (with ll 
due re&pect to every other profession 
and industry on earth) is the back- 
bone sinew of this*country. He pro- 
duces everything that we eat and the 
raw material for practically every- 
thing we wear.- Therefore. it beeomes 
the duty of the government to open 
every avenue possible for his advance- 
ment and interest, ‘and to lend every 
effort to make his surroundings 
congenial. To this end an  experi- 
ment was made in. giving him the 
mail facilities of the city folk. 
The experiment proved so satisfactory 
that it was put into general opera- 
tion all over the United States, and 
today there are more than 41,000 car- 
riers in the United States, acting a 
medium of daily communication. with 
this great government, with all its in- 
terest, and about 20 million people of 
the rural communities. What a noble 
calling! 

Calling Second to Ministry. 


“Realizing that our calling was sec- 
ond, perhaps, only té the ministry, 
and that the character of the doer de- 
termines the dignity of the thing done, 
and being desirous of performing the 
very best service possible; it entered 
into the heart of some noble carrier, 
and his mind conceived the idea of or- 
ganizing ourselves into an association, 
that we might more harmoniously pur- 
sue the spirit of our great calling. In 
keeping with the old adage, that ‘In 
a multitude of counsel! there is safety.’ 
In this we pride ourselves of contrib- 
uting much to the government in 
bringing the service up to its present 
state of development and efficiency, 
and by a continuation of the present 
harmony of the department with ..our 
organization. we can assist a great 
deal more toward bringing it up to a 
still higher state of perfection. Some 
carriers think that the only purpose of 
the organization is to work for more 
pay for the carriers,: but with the more 
conservative sober, thinking carrier it 
is a matter of secondary importance, 
for he abides in the belief that the 
department will pay him what they 
think is a fair and reasonable salary 
for the abundance and proficiency of 
the work he is performing and as soon 
as the adequacy and efficiency of the 
work demands it, he will be paid com- 
mensurate therewith. 


Convention’s Social Features. 


“In addition to effects to be derived 
from the association, aside from those 
already enumerated, we might mention 
many,;; among them are the social fea- 
tures that come as a consequence of 
our meeting together and forming the 
acquaintance of each other. Without 
the Georgia association perhapg no one 
carrier Would Know as many as fifty 
Other carriers in the _ state, while 
through the medium of the assoication 
many of us have formed acquaintances 
that have ripened into the closest 
friendship, thus demonstrating the 
ore ‘That no man liveth unto him- 
self.’ 

“Perhapg the one thing that has con- 
tributed more to the material develop- 
ment of the rural sections of this 
country, and especially the south, than 
any other one thing is the improve- 
ment of the public highways. In this 
agitation the Ruraj Letter . Carriers’ 
Association has played a conspicuous 
part. About four years ago, when we 
as an organization began the good 
roads agitation, every other enterprise 
of the country came to our assisiance, 
and as a result there has been more 


road improvement within the last three] 


years than had been for twenty years 
previous. -During the year 1908 only 
fourteen of the state legislatures were 
in session, but notwithstanding this 
fact, a large number of bills were 
passed looking to the improvement of 
our’ highways, the state of Virginia 
leading, with the passage of forty- 
eight separate bills of this kind, and 
one of them is very far reaching in 
its effect, and this ig the law that re- 
quires al] the male felony convicts to 
be worked upon our public highways. 

Eradication of Peany Nuisance. 

“Another thing that has and .s prov- 
ing so satisfactory, and, I believe that 
it came as a result of the agitation of 
the association, and that is the eradi- 
cation of the penny nuisance. 

“It has been the purpose of the pres- 
ent administration to advance the in- 
terest of the association in every way 
possible, that we felt was for the real 
f00g Of the association and the serv- 
ice. To this end we kept the closest 
watch possible on the finances of the 
association. I have not put the asso- 
ciation to any expense whatever, un- 
less I thought it was to the best in- 
terest of the association; in fact, haif 
of my expense account includes postage 
and stationery. I have endeavored to 
answer every letter that I have re- 
ceived promptly, but must confess that 
I have not been so favored myself. 

“I weuld urge you, in looking for 
men for your officers for the ensuing 
year, to use the greatest cure, that 
rou may get men that will look tv 
every interest and men that are ca- 
pacitated for the work, and men that 
will give it the time and energy 
necessary for the promulgation of the 
werk.

I have given 
you the very best work that I was 
able to give. and my only régret.is 
that I have not been able to do mor>,

HON. L. R. MASSENGALE 
IS LAID TO REST 
F ormer Member of Legislature 


Dies From Injuries Received 
in a Ball Game. 


Norwood, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)-— 
The funeral of Hon. Leonard R. -Mas- 
sengale, one of the leading young law- 
yers of middle Geofgia, and a former 
member of the Georgia legislature, oc- 
curred at his home at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 

In a game of baseball at Thomsor., 
Ga., he was struck on the head by 
pitched ball on Monday, June 27, and 
death followed at 2 o'clock on the 
morning of July 4, one week after the 
injury was inflicted. He was removed 
to the Pine Heights sanitarium at Au- 
gusta, where an examination and op- 
eration by Dr. Doughty revealed a 
serious fracture of the skull. Although 
the operation was apparently success. 
ful, oedema of the lungs followed, and 
frcm this Mr. Massengale failed to 
rally. 

Mr. Massengale was married hardly 
one year ago to Miss Bray, of Nor- 
wood, who is left a widow with a sun 
fix weeks old.» 

Leonard R. Massengale was born at 
Norwood, July 8, 1883. His early 
schooling was in his home town. Later 
he was graduated from the Georgia 
Military institute at Milledgeville. with 
the title of colonel, and frcem Merce: 
university law school at Macon. In 
his coilege career he became promi- 
nent in athletics, being pitcher of the 
university nine at Mercer. 

He represented his home county of 
Warren in the state legislature of 1906 
and 1903, and was one of the youngest,
